on the Black Sea, from which the Turkish army in the Caucasus drew 


part of its supplies. 


An official report says that besides the ships which entered the 
Dardanelles and are bombarding the interior forts, some are throwing 
shells overland from the Gulf of Saros, so that the Turkish garrisons 


will be subjected to fire from two sides, 
strong forees for the defence of Constantinople, 
states are watching the operations with intense interest.

most formidable previous attempt to 


reduce the fort, until the suecessful 
ones of the past few days, was on 
February 20, when Viee ;Admiral 
Carden'’s ships poured heavy shells 
‘into the defences for some hours and 
reduced part of them. On this oe- 
casion the ships were directed by

The Dardanelles have ‘been a sub- 
ject of contention since the beginning 


of the war. Early in August Russia 
demanded of Turkey that the Rus- 
ian tleet ‘be granted free passage in 
the Mediterranean from the Black 
Sea. Previous to this Turkey had 
procaimed the neutrality ot the 
straits and Russia's demands were 
gnored, 

Turkey finally entered the war on 
November 4 and from that time on 
the Dardanelles and the Bosphorus 
have been subject to hostilities

Budget Regarded as Show- 
ing India’s Remarkable 
Financial Strength

LONDON, March 8, (Through Reu- 
ter’s Ottawa Agency.) \ special des- 
pateh from Delhi, India, says 

“Sir William S&. Meyer, (finane! 
secretary, delivered his ‘budget state- 
ment before a crowded attendance of 
the Indian council today. We an- 


nounced a defielt of £2,750 000 for the 


current financial year and estimated 
a similar deficit for the year com- 
mencing April 1, 1915. This shortage, 
he said, had been due to the effect of 
the war on railway and customs re- 
ceipts. He jproposed no additional 


taxation to meet these deficits as they 
were due to «pecial chuses The fi- 
nancial secretary devoted much of his 
speech to setting forth how the ex- 
cellent resources of the countr 
enabled India to come successfully 
through the supreme test to which its 
financial and economis system bad 
been subjected ° 

He proposed, he sald, to base the 
budget requlrements upon the euppo- 
sition that the war would last through- 
out the years 1915 and 1916, as a 
measure of caution, He declared that 
tndia’s contribution to the war would 
be £2,000,000 for the current year and 


£47,500,000 ($287,500,000 for the 
coming year. India, he said, had been 
much buffeted but he inherent 
strength, financially and momically, 
had been demonstrated at every turn, 
He pointed out that India's pape: 


money and loans had Deen practically 
unimpaired, and that the stability of 
the rupee had ‘been successfully main- 
tained, 

Naturally, at the outset 
he said, there had been 
derment and dislocation of both for- 
eign and internal trade; but readjust- 
ment Wae taking» place anil, above all, 
India was steadily facing her obliga- 
tions. There was therefore no need 
to resort to any extraordinary measure 
of help; the country could look for- 
ward to the future with sober confi- 
dence in its material prosperity, espe- 
clally in view of the prospect of ex- 
ceptional bountiful crops, 

“The budget was well received, be- 
ing considered as showing India's re- 
markable financial strength."

Perhaps by these or other schemes 
it might be made to appear that 
the enterprise is not losing money, 
or is not losing as much as it is 
losing. But what cannot be ob 
secured is the fact that the system 
has not been run to accommodate 
the traffie, The jitney proves 
that. Now the accommodation of 
the traffie was the original pur 
pose of the ratepayers in, mort 
gaging their property to bring the 
system into existence. If that ob 
ject is not being accomplished the 
enterprise is a failure, and che 
monetary loss only illustrates the 
extent to which it is failing to dis- 
charge its functions. If the street 
railway were run so as to accom- 
modate—and cultivate—traffie on 
the busy streets the chances are 
that it would either break even 
findneially or come near enough to 
that ideal to take itself out of the 
chancery column. And if, ran in 
that manner, there is not business 
enough to make it pay its way, 
our only course is to stand ve- 
sponsible for the deficit until traf- 
fic grows. This is no time to adopt 
any methods of bookkeeping 
which could be used to delude the 
taxpayer into further increases of 
capital. ‘To levy upon the tax- 
payer's property for a deficit pro- 
duced because the system does not 
give him the service he is entitled 
to would only add affront to in- 
jury.
